Drug critic’s 
home burned 
by arson fire — 


By Andy Siering 
Staff writer 


EAGLE PARK — A fire that did substantial 
damage early Thursday’ morning to a house on 
Hill- Street owned by drug-crusading public official 
Ed Lee Salmond is being called arson by Salmond 
and others. 3 

However, Salmond thinks the fire did not stem 
from his public pledge to rid Eagle Park of drugs, 
but an unrelated personal dispute with one of its 
residents. Farther, Salmond discounted rumors 
that he had anything to do with the fire. : 

Salmond said somebody warned him Wednesday 
that a man had threatened to burn the building. 

Salmond; the Venice Township road commission- 
er and unofficial Eagle Park fire chief, added that 
he has no insurance on the house and had nothing 
to gain from the fire. He said some persons had 
accused him of having the fire set. 5 

“I don’t believe. in insurance,”’ Salmond’ said. 
‘Anybody can tell you that.” ; 

Anonymous callers to the Press-Record/Journal * 
said Salmond had driven bd the two-story house, 
at 93 Hill St., shortly after the fire broke out. They 
said two other men had been seen running from 
the building. 

The‘ callers said Salmond sat in a van watching 
the fire burn for five to 10 minutes before anyone 
summoned the former Eagle Park Fire Protection 
District fire truck. Salmond admitted that he did 
watch the fire for several minutes before acting. 

Salmond, who maintains the fire truck, said he 
was awakened by his daughter and told about the 
fire a few minutes after midnight. 

“I thought it was a prank call,” he said, by way

State Police investigating possible 
abuse of public funds in Centreville

CENTREVILLE — Illinois 
State Police last week confirmed 
reports they have launched a 
full-scale investigation into alle- 
gations that Centreville Town- 
Ship employees tried to persuade 
indigent residents into voting for 
candidates backed by Francis 
Touchette. 

Touchette is Centreville Town- 
ship supervisor as well as St. 
Clair County Board chairman. 

“We bave begun an investiga- 
tion into allegations of possible 
improprieties of public aid funds 
in Centreville Township,”’ said 
Bob Fletcher, a spokesman for 
the Illinois State Police Division 
of Internal Investigations in 
Springfield.

Many tickets being dismissed, 
cities losing potential income

EDWARDSVILLE Medison 
County municipalities could be 
out thousands of dollars in court 
fines as a result of a policy 
implemented over the last three 
weeks in the office of Circuit 
Court Clerk Willard V. “Butch” 
Portell. : 

And’ while court officials 
acknowledge that thousands of 
traffic and misdemeanor tickets 
are up for review — including 
dog leash violations Ken Lar 
son, chief deputy of the office, 
said he could ‘‘not put a number 
on” how many tickets have 
already been dismissed. 

Collinsville and Granite City 
have so far not felt the bite of 
the policy, since tickets for those 
municipalites do‘not go to the 
courthouse for processing but 
rather are processed locally. 

Although no tickets from those 
cities have ot been dismissed, 
“they will be reviewed in the 
future,”” .Larson said. 


The impact of the ‘‘purging” 
of tickets has been felt in 
Edwardsville and Glen Carbon, 
where municipal officials are 
irritated that the policy was 
implemented without any notifi- 
cation to them by either judges 
or employees of the circuit 
clerk's office. 

Larson said Friday that tick- 
ets dating to the early months of_ 
this year and earlier are. being 
reviewed for dismissal in an 
effort to clear out a massive 
backlog of cases.

“I just don’t think it will be in 

cards," County Director of 

Administration James’ Monday 
said. _ 

“At othe moment, we~ don’t 
have a dime; and we won’t have 
a_dime-for it next year, either,” 
Monday said. 

A’ 43i-car parking garage and 
a 222-car surface lot would cost 
about $4.1 million, according to a 
newly com parking study 
for. the county’s ddministration 
building. which is now under 
construction. Work began on the 
building, immediately north of 

Mai ity urthouse, 
after the. contract was awarded 
‘im late June. 

County officials also don’t 

nave the money to create sever- 

parking lots. near the adminis- 
tration building. The proposed 
lots would accommodate 683 
automobiles but there is no mon- 


ey available to construct them, 
Monday said. 

> Building the surface lots would 
cost about.$2 million, and demo- 
lition and land purchases could 
boost the cost of that proposal to 
about $3 million, Monday esti- 
mated. 

Officials asked Leo A. Daly, 
the St. Louis architectural firm 
that designed the administration 


provide at least 650 parking 
spaces for the building and the 
courthouse. 

“Edwardsville’s zoning ordi- 
nance requires the county to pro- 
vide from 650 to 700 parking 
spaces. The study showed the 
county needs 642 spots to ‘handle 
the vehicles of employees, offi- 
cials, jurors and visitors. 

If county . officials ¢hose to 
build a_ triple-deck . parking 
garage, it would have to be 
financed through revenue bonds 
that would be repaid through 

fees. 

“I hazard to guess we would 
need about 100 percent éapacity 
to pay for it,"" Monday said. ““‘We 
don’t know how much of the

Governor OKs civic center

COLUMBIA — Gov. James 
Thompson has signed legislation 
establishing a Civic Center 
Authority here and in the com- 
munities of Forest Park and 
Cave in Rock. 

The law allows the local for- 
mation of a Civic Center Author- 
ity that can apply, for state 
grants to be used to build a new 
community center. 

The authority would be admin- 
istered by a board of trustees 
appointed by the City Council 

Earlier in the summer, 
Thompson said, civic center 
authorities are valuable econom- 
ic development tools for commu- 
gities. He also said civic centers 
serve to enrich and improve the 
quality of life. 

The state Civic Authority Pro- 
gram is administered by the 
Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs. 

The DCCA provides up to 75 
percent of the money for build- 
ing local community centers. 
Communities must pay for a 
minimum of 25 percent. 

The state money is provided 
through the sale of revenue
